ment on the Situation In the Coun 


try In a Few Days. 


Washington, May 29. — President. 
Wilson will 
issue a statem ent con­ 
cerning the Mexican situation within 
the next few days, according to an 
announcement given out at the White 
House. 
The announcement gave no indica­ 
tion what the nature et the statement 
will be. 
Despite the refusal of the 
White House officials to discuss the 
presidents contemplated utterance, it 
was understood that it will be in the 
nature of a notice that conditions in 
Mexico are fast becoming intolerable.- 
While It will not give notice that 
the United States intends to inteveno 
immediately, it is expected to serve 
as a warning to the Mexican loaders 
that conditions mnst improve. 
The statem ent probatdy will be is­ 
sued on Tuesday afternoon. It is ex­ 
pected that the president will dis­ 
cuss it with the cabinet before it is 
issued. 
President Wilsoin Is understood to 
have become deeply concerned over 
reports from different parts of Mex­ 
ico telling of the sufferings of the 
people. The recent report of Duval 
West, his special agent in Mexico, is 
said to have painted the situation In 
gloomy colors. 
The president has been anxious to 
have the Mexicans work out their own 
difficulties by themselves, but is un­ 
derstood to be unwilling to have the 
civilian population starved as a result 
of continued fighting.
